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PENNA. RAILROAD'S 
INTERESTING LETTER 
TO THE PUBLIC 



Submits to the State Public 
Service Commission Its Pro- 
posals for the Amicable Set- 
tlement of the Philadelphia 
Suburban Fare Case 



The Pennsylvania Kailroad this 
morning, October 30, submitted to the 
State Public Service Commission at 
Harrisburg, its proposals for the 
amicable settlement o£ the Philadel- 
phia suburban fare case. The com- 
pany's proposition constitutes a reply 
to the suggestions recently laid be- 
fore the Commission by the United 
Business Men's Association of Phila- 
delphia, the Board of Trade of Ken- 
nett Square, the borough of West 
Chester and the Transportation Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce 
of Coatesville. 

While stating that it is unable to 
agree with the request of the com- 
muters for the establishment of a 
twenty-six-trip family ticket, the rail- 
road offers to inaugurate a new form 
of ticket which it believes will fully 
serve the purposes of a family ticket 
and at the same time substantially 
meet the wishes of the commuters 
with respect to a readjustment of 
rates on the existing 100-trip tickets. 

The proposed new form of ticket, 
which is intended to replace the pres- 
ent 100-trip issues, will give the privi- 
lege of fifty rides with! n a period of 
six months and will be offered for 
half the price that would be proposed 
for the 100-trip tickets. 

This, the company states, will meet 
the objections to the large oi|tlay in- 
volved in the purchase of several in- 
dividual 100-trip tickets for different 
members of the family, which form 
the basis of the demand for a family 
ticket. Attention is called to another 
advantage of the fifty-trip ticket In 
that "it enables a person who may 
be in the suburbs for a limited portion 
of the year to take advantage of this 
specially low rate of transportation 
which might not be available to him 
if the 100-trip ticket were the only 
ticket on sale." 

The rates per mile, under the pro- 
posed fifty-trip tickets, the railroad 
company sets forth, would be adjusted 
on a declining scale as the distances 
increase, reaching a minimum at 1.1 
cents per mile, which rate would apply 
to all distances over sixteen and one- 
half miles. This meets one or tns 
chief contentions of the commuters, 
namely, that the rate per mile for 
the longer rides should he less than 
for the shorter distances. The com- 
muters' organizations, in the proceed- 
ings before the Commission, have 
conceded the propriety of minimum 
rates

PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD'S

feet in 1914, which, of course, is di- 
rectly in opposition to the conceded 
fact that the railroads are entitled to 
more revenue on this traffic than they 
were then receiving." 

The proposition of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad concludes with the statement 
that it is submitted "in the belief that 
it is a substantial compliance with the 
suggestions of the commuters, and in 
the hope that it will so commend it- 
self to them as well as to the Commis- 
sion." 

Appended to the proposals are de- 
tailed schedules setting forth previ- 
ously existing, rates for 100-trip com- 
mutation tickets and comparing them 
with the proposals of the commuters 
and of the railroad company. 

Copies of the company's communi- 
cation to the Commission, and of the 
fare exhibits, have been forwarded to 
Mr. Edwin M. Abbott, chief counsel for 
the commuters.
